INJUSTICE TO MR. VAN BUREN. 

The annals of party warfare do not 
furnish an instance of a more reckless 
and persever ng, and, we may add, viru 
lent effort, to create false impressions 
and excite unjust prejudice, than that 
which is making bv the opposition press 
of the south against Mr. Van Buren up- 
on the slave subject. Nothing could he 
bettor calculated to bring lasting re- 
proach upon the political and party eth- 
ics of a portion of the Union, for which 
so mncli has heretofore been claimed in 
that respect. We challenge the produc- 
tion of a single case in which truth, jus- 
tice, and the ordinary charities of man’s 
nature, have been so grossly violated. 
Upon no one point has there been (he 
slightost deviation from this course. A 
mere acquiescence on the part of Mr. 
Van Buren in a vote of instructions up 
on the Missouri question, passed unani- 
mously by the branch of the State Le- 
gislature, of which he was a member, 
nlthough followed by a refusal to sign' 
the memorial of his fellow-citizens to 
Congress on the same subject, and the 
irrefragable evidence of a willingness on 
his part to compromit himself with his 
own Sta’e, rather than join in the cru- 
sade again t the South, which was gotten 
up on that subject, has, for the last two 
or three years, been made the theme of 
incessant and virulent vituperation by 
men and presses, who have themselves 
during the whole of that period, been in 
close political alliance and cordial fra 
ternization with the authors, aiders and 
abettors of the Missouri restriction. 

By the old constitution of New-York, 
the white and black population were pla- 
ced upon an equal fooling in regard to 
the right of suffrage. The propriety of 
a longer continuance of that equality 
came under discussion in the convention 
of 1821, and assumed, as appears by its 
journals, the character of a party ques- 
tion. The fact that the votes of the col- 
ored population were, with very few ex- 
ceptions, invariably given to the federal 
side, was notorious, and their known 
propensity to side with wealth and fash- 
ion, offered the best security that it 
would long continue to be the case— 
Whether it was from that consideration, 
or from higher motives, it is now unne- 
cessary to inquire, but the fact appears 
that the members of that party, almost 
without exception, advocated a' continu- 
ance of the existing equality between 
these two classes of votes, the repub- 
lican members of the convention, on the 
other hand, holding the blacks’ to be, 
from their degraded condition, unfit for 
the proper exercise of the right of suf- 
frage, were as generally in favor of their 
exclusion from it, but differed among 
themselves as to the precise terms upon 
which it should be accomplished. By 
the proposition reported by the Select 
Committee, their exclusion was made 
without qualification, and they were 
nevertheless subject to taxation. A por- 
tion of the Republican members, and 
Mr Van Buren among the number, op- 
posed the report, and contended : 

1. That their exclusion from the right 
of voting ought to be accompanied by an 
exempli, ,n from taxation; and 2dly,'that 
however slight the prospect of thei'r ever 
emerging from the degraded condition in 
which they stood, it was at least expedi- 
ent to give them an opportunity of doing 
so, by holding out as an inducement to 
industry and sobriety, the privileges of 
citizenship, on their becoming freehold- 
ers of the value of ,§250-a privilege 
which they contended would be safely 
granted in a community where there 
were but few blacks, and where slavery 
did not exist. This subject was recom- 
mitted, and a proposition to that effect 
reported; which, after full consideration 
and discussion, received the united sup- 
port of the republican members, and was 
adopted against the united and vigorous 



resistance of the entire opposition. The committee, gave only a silent Vote to

1st. By an act passed by the Legisla- 
ture of the State of Virginia on the 17th 
December, 1792, it was enacted as fol- 
lows : 

“1. Be it enacted, dfc. That no per 
sons shell henceforth be slaves within 
this Commonwealth, except such as were 
so on the 17th day of October, in tho 
year 1785, and the descendants of the 
females of them. 

“2. Slaves which shall hereafter be 
brought inlo this Commonwealth, and 
kept therein one whole year together, or 
so long at different times as shall amount 
to one year, shail be free. 

“3. Every person hereafter importing 
slaves into this Commonwealth, contrary 
to this act, shall forfeit and pay the sum 
of two hundred dollars for every slave so 
imported; and every person selling or 
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the Lynchburg Virginian has brought an- 
other topic before the South, which has 
been going the rounds there of the op- 
position press. We had laid the matter 
by for notice some time since; but were 
prevented by the occupation of our col- 
umns with the piocecdings of Congress. 
" e will do so now; and if there be a 
sense of shame left in the breast of this 
editor, he will, we hope, be disposed to 
make some atonement for the injustice 
of which he has been guilty. The charge 
be makes against Mr. Var Buren is, that 
in 1822, being his first session in Con- 
gress, he voted against striking out a 
clause, about the introduction of slaves 
by other than citizens, from the bill for 
the organization of the Territorial Gov- 
ernment of Florida.

“No slave or slaves shall, directly or 
indirectly, be introduced into the saidj

‘■On the question of concurring with 
the committee, in striking out the clause. 
Mr. Mills made some remarks to show 
the expediency of retaining it in the bill. I 
Mr. King of Alabama replied, and Mr. 
Mills further advocated a disagreement! 
to the amendment. Messrs, Barton andj 
Van Buren joined briefly in the discus- 
sion, and Mr. Lloyd spoke against the 
clause at considerable length, and with 
much earnestness. 

“ I he question on agreeing with the 
Committee of the Whole in striking out 
the clause, was decided in the affirma- 
tive, by yens and nays, as follows:

“We beg particular attention to the 
character of the restrictions attempted 
I Jo be imposed, in the organization of tho 
Territorial Government of Florida. Al- 
though it did not prohibit slavery, vet at- 
tempted to prescribe the condition s upon 
which it might exist; an attempt which 
should not have been made by Congress, 
but which should have, been left solely to' 
the action of the Legislative Council of 
Florida, which stands in the same rela 
tion to the people of that Territory, in 
the regulation of i s municipal affairs, 
that the State Legislatures do to the peo-' 
p o of the States. It is a link in the 
chain of evivenco, therefore, which foes 
to substantiate Mr. Van Buren’s liosnli- 
jtj to one of the vital interests of the 
southern States. We do not deny that, 
jin his opinions on the subject, he is con- 
scientiously honest; hut the question is, 
whether a man entertaining such sen- 
timents should be supported bv the 
South.” 

i his is the vote which this editor stig- 
matises as “a link in the chain of evi- 
dence which goos to substantiate Mr Van 
Buren’s hostility to one of the vital inter- 
ests of the southern States;” with what 
justice, let the following facts decide.

Jefferson, which, as being appropriate 
to the situation of a sister State, and 
as setting forth the the true democra- 
tic principles, you may deem worthy 
ot insertion in your columns: 

“Some men look at Constitutions 
with sanctimonious reverence, and 
deem them like the ark of the cove- 
nant, too sacred to be touched. They 
ascribe to the men of the preceding 
age, a wisdom more than human, and 
suppose what they did to he beyond 
amendment. * * * I am certain- 

ly not an advocate for frequent and 
untried changes in laws and constitu- 
tions. I think moderate imperfection! 
had better be borne with; because 1 
when once known we accommodate 
ourselves to them and find practical 
means of correcting their ill effects. 
But I know also, thatlawsand instilu -1 
tions must go hand in hand with the! 
progress of the human mind. As that 
becomes more developed, more en - 1 
lightened as new discoveries are made,' 
new truths disclosed, and manners and. 
opinions change with the change of 
circumstances, institutions must ad- 
vance also, and keep pace with the 
times. We might as well require a 
man to wear still the coat which fitted 
him when a boy, as civilized society to 
remain forever under the regiment of 
their barbarous ancestors. It is of 
this preposterous idea which has late- 
ly delndged Europe in blood. Their 
tnonarchs, instead of wisely yielding 
to the gradual change of circumstan-j 
ces, of favoring progressive improve- 
ment have clung to old abuses, en- 
trenched themselves behind steady 
jhabits, and obliged their subjects to 
seek through blood and violence, rash 
and ruinous innovations, which had 
they been referred to the peaceful de- 
liberations and collected wisdom of the 
nation, would have been put into ac- j 



has then, like them, a right to choose 
for itself the form of government it 
believes most promotive of its own 
happiness.* consequently to accommo- 
date to the circumstances, in which it 
finds itself,&, hud received from its pre- 
decessors, and it is for the peace and 
good of mankind that a solemn oppor- 
tunity of doing this every eighteen or 
twenty years should he provided by 
the constitution, so that it may be 
handed on with periodical repairs from 
generation to generation, to the end of 
time, if any thing human can so long 
endure.

But the dead 
have no right*. They are nothing; 
and nothing cannot ovrn something. 
Where there is no substance, there 
can be no accident. This corporeal 
globe and every thing upon it belongs 
to its corporeal inhabitants during 
their generation. They alone have a 
right to direct what concerns them- 
selves alone, and to declare the law 
of that direction; and this declara- 
tion can only be made by the majori- 
ty. That majority then, has a right to 
depute representatives to a convention and 
to make the constitution what they think 
will be best for themselves. * * * Ij 

this avenue be shut to the cause of suffer- 
ance, it will make itself heard through 
that of force , and we shall go on as oth- 
er nations are doing, in the endless circle 
of oppression, rebellion, reformation ; and 
oppression, rebellion , reformation again; 
and so on forever .” 

The constitution of the minority 
Government of Maryland has now 
been in existence upwards of seventy 
years, so that every man almost, who 
participated in framing it must be 
dead . A majority of the people of 
that State, have for years been strug- 
gling to procure a revision of that 
consliilition, and an acknowledgement 
of their rights, and when at last they 
have resolved upon a peaceful resump- 
tion of them, by assembling in conven- 
tion they are met with every oppro- 
brious epithet by the upholders of this 
despotic domination of the few over 
the many.
